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GHI Pay Schedule Lags 
Behind Federal Scale

Probably the most important matter discussed at Thursday’s 
regular Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board meeting - certainly the 
most complex numerically - was a report by the Personnel 
committee giving present and proposed wage scales for the cor¬ 
poration’s maintenance and administration staff. 


AN 'Democratic Candidates 
Do Well In Greenbelt 

Greenbelt voters registered their normal Democratic ten¬ 
dencies at the General Election on Tuesday, November 2, giving 
the Democratic ticket a clean sweep. Even the Democratic 
Presidential team of Jimmy Carter-Waiter Mondale, which was 
not expected to do as well as the rest of the ticket, racked up a 
62-percent majority against incumbent Republican President 
Gerald R. Ford and his running mate, Robert J. Dole. This was 
much better than the 52 percent majority the Democratic ticket 
George McGovern and Sargent Shriver received in 1972 in Green- 


Nat Shinderman, speaking for 
the Personnel committee, gave an 
hour-long explanation of the de¬ 
tails of the personnel pay situation, 
which consisted in part of an in¬ 
teresting comparison of present 
GHI wage structure with those of 
the Federal government, the state 
oi Maryland, and Prince Georges 
County (the latter information ga¬ 
thered by the committee with the 
help of assistant manager Kenneth 
Kopstein). 

GHI presently employs about 44 
maintenance workers and 26 ad¬ 
ministrative staff personnel. Its 
maintenance wages range from a- 
bout 11% to 19% behind compara¬ 
ble Federal wages, but are about 
the same as the city of Greenbelt 
or the county’s wage scale. Its 
administrative salaries are not 
quite as far behind the Federal 
government’s - from 9% to 16% - 
but on the other hand are behind 
the city’s and the county's salaries 
(well behind the latter’s, for which 
Shinderman reported amazingly 
high starting salaries of over $12,000 
for GS-5 accounting positions). 

Shinderman laid extra emphasis 
on the comparison with the Federal 
government’s wage structure, as 
he has in past personnel pay stud¬ 
ies, saying “we should not permit 
this lag to become greater”. 

Recommend Pay Hike 

The Personnel committee’s re¬ 
port was concluded, therefore, with 
a recommendation for an average 
7.7% pay increase for the main¬ 
tenance workers and an average 
7.2% pay increase for administra¬ 
tive staffers; this would increase 
the nresent maintenance total pay 
bv $39,400 over its present level of 
$510,345. and increase the adminis¬ 
trative total pay bv $21,125 over its 
present amount of $327,807. 

Not mentioned explicitly above, 
but of possible interest to readers, 
was the finding by Shinderman and 
Kopstein that the state of Mary¬ 
land is “far behind” all other or¬ 
ganizations in its rates of person¬ 
nel pay. 

The board took this detailed re¬ 
port under advisement, and indi 
cated its intent to integrate it into 
the annual budget which is present¬ 
ly being worked out. 

Insurance 

Among other issues taken up 
during the meeting, another com¬ 
mittee report, that of the Finance 
committee, proposed retaining a 
firm called the Insurance Buyer’s 
Council to advise GHI on what 
kind of insurance packages to buy; 
the cost of this would be limited 
to about $1,250 or less. 

Some board members voiced cau¬ 
tion on this. Director James 
Wright questioned the degree of 
independence of the firm, and di¬ 
rector Theodore Byerly voiced con¬ 
cern about getting adequate cov¬ 
erage for example on casualty lia¬ 
bility, which seems to be a “gray 
area” between the responsibility 
of the corporation and that of its 
members. On the recommendation 
of manager Roy Breashears, how¬ 
ever, director Don Volk and other 
board members supported the step 
and it was authorized by a formal 
motion. 

Operational Problems 

A oouple of operational problem'* 
occupied the board's attention a:s'\ 
The manager reported that on*' of 
three steam boilers serving a GHI 
area has developed weak places in 
its metal casing, and will have to 
be given a temporary repair in 
order to 1-st through the winter. 

tt« predicted •Mia* members l : v- 
\ r rr - n hom-s served bv these par¬ 


ticular boilers might notice some 
loss of heat on cold days due to 
the faulty boiler. Byerly asked 
how the boiler in question could 
have passed previous inspections; 
Breashears explained that the metal 
casing of the boiler is concealed 
from view by insulation. 

Also, one member has complained 
that damage to his floor - i.e. - 
buckling - has resulted from steam 
leakage and drainage problems un¬ 
der his house. The manager noted 
that high moisture levels under 
floors can indeed create such prob¬ 
lems, and have in some cases. Di¬ 
rector Mary Clarke requested that 
the board be kept up to date on 
the details of this situation. 

Historic Area 

Assistant manager Kosptein in¬ 
formed the board that the city of 
Greenbelt is planning to request 
that the GHI area be added to the 
National Historic Register, as a 
historic area. He mentioned some 
long-range arguments for and a- 
gainst such a step; e.g., GHI might 
become eligible for certain Federal 
funds, but, on the other hand, 
might also have to allow the Feder¬ 
al government an element of con¬ 
trol. 

At the moment, however, he 
explained that there is a lesser de¬ 
cision to be made, namely whether 
or not to include the frame (“de¬ 
fense”) homes in the proposed his¬ 
toric area (the defense homes were 
built after the brick and masonry 
homes). In a preliminary discus¬ 
sion on this point, Clarke argued 
against differentiating between the 
two kinds of homes. 

Because the regular GHI meet¬ 
ing of November 25 falls on 
Thanksgiving Day, that meeting 
will be moved up to November 18.

Greenbelt presaged the 22,000-vote 
victory she was to win in the Fifth 
Congressional District. 

In the Senatorial race, Democra¬ 
tic challenger Paul Sarbanes alfco 
racked up a large vote in Green¬ 
belt, 3,834 to 1,804 for incumbent 
Republican J. Glenn Beall, Jr. Sar¬ 
banes received 64% of the vote to 
30% for Beall. An independent 
candidate, Bruce Bradley, picked up 
372 votes in Greenbelt or 6 percent. 

Six years ago when Beall first 
won election to the Senate he ob 
tained 32 percent of the votes in 


in Greenbelt last week indicated 
that Sarbanes would have no diffi-j 
culfy in carrying the State, which! 
he did by about 240,000 votes. 

As the accompanying box shows 
the Democrats did best at Spring- 
hill Lake, with the Center School’ 
precinct next. But in none of the 
precincts was the vote close for any 
of the contests. The lowest Demo¬ 
cratic margin came in the Presi¬ 
dential race at North End, where 
Carter received 59 percent of the 
vote. 

In the referendum voting, most 
of the questions won overwhelming 
endorsements from the electorate. 
For example, Greenbelt voters fa¬ 
vored the repeal of Blue Laws 
(3,979 to 1,687) so that businesses 
may stay open on Sunday with no 
limitations. 

One exception was the Greenbelt 
vote on question 19, which was 
disapproved by a 2,723 to 1,385 vote. 
This question, which was defeated 
Statewide, would have allowed 
Prince Georges county to condemn 
private land around METRO sub¬ 
way stops, develop plans for the 
land, and resell it to privae develo¬ 
pers. 

As expected, the Greenbelt turn¬ 
out — 6,380 voters — was lower 
than that of 4 years ago, when 
7,224 voters participated. Because 
registration was up this year, the 
difference was even more marked 
in proportionate terms — 72 per¬ 
cent of the 8 877 eligibles voted this 
year, as against 86 percent of 8,395 
eligibles in 1972. 

The turnout was lowest in Spring 
hill Lake, with two-thirds of the 
registered voters turning out. The 
other two precincts reported a 759 
turnout.

Savings Certificates Now “On Line” 

Effective October 1, savings certificates issued by Twin Pines, 
including those issued prior to October 1 will be placed on the 
N.C.R. computer terminal. 

Dividends on the certificates will be figured at the passbook 
rate of 6 per cent from day of deposit to day of withdrawal, with 
a supplemental dividend paid at the end of the qualifying period. 
This period runs from one to four years, depending on the type of 
certificate. 


Instead of the certificates that 
were issued previously, certificate 
account holders will be issued a 
certificate passbook. Account hold¬ 
ers who still have certificates that 
have not reached maturity should 
go to the Twin Pines office to ex¬ 
change their certificate for the new 
passbook. 

Certificate accounts can be op¬ 
ened at any time during the year, 
instead of being limited to the first 
twenty days of the quarter. How¬ 
ever, if an additional deposit is 
made during the term of the cer¬ 
tificate, this will extend the matur¬ 
ity date. 

A certificate withdrawn prior to 
maturity will receive dividends at 
the passbook rate of 6 per cent 
up to the final day of the preced¬ 
ing calendar quarter. Certificates 
that are held until maturity will 
receive the 6 per cent dividend 
plus the supplemental dividend, re¬ 
gardless of the date of maturity.

Total assets of Twin Pines were 
$8,130,946 as of September 30, 1976; 
assets increased by over $2 mil¬ 
lion since September 30, 1975. Dur¬ 
ing this same period, members ad¬ 
ded $1,167,937 to their passbook 
savings (a 37 percent increase) and 
purchased savings certificates 
worth $547,265. These savings yield 
ed members a record $321,186 in 
dividends for the first nine months 
of this year. This is a 39 percent 
increase in dividends when com¬ 
pared to the first nine months 
of 1975. Passbook accounts earn¬ 
ed $163 052, while certificates earn¬ 
ed $158,134. 

Twin Pines’ total income for the

Longest Special Membership 
Meeting Now History 

Way back in 1975, on January 20, 
Twin Pines held a special mem¬ 
bership meeting for the purpose of 
approving a new set of By-laws 
and a set of amendments to the 
Articles of Incorporation. Getting 
the new By-laws passed was easy; 
it required two-thirds approval of 
those present at the meeting, but 
getting the Articles of Amendment 
passed was a little more difficult; 
they required two-thirds approval 
of the entire membership of 2753 
at that time, which meant 1835 
votes. 

The meeting was re-convened 
approximately every two months 
(as provided for in the By-laws), 
through the March annual meeting 
in 1975, then again through the 
meeting in 1976. Finally, at the 
last continuation of the special 
meeting, held prior to the October 
Board of Directors meeting, John 
Unger announced that more than 
two-thirds of the membership had 
finally cast their proxy ballot for 
the Articles of Amendment. The 
final tally found that 1844 members 
had voted yes, and 4 had voted no.
